the service. Postmasters and officers of the 
service will be held responsible for the en- 
forcement of these instructions.

WHY NOT THE OTHERS, TOO? 


EFFICIENCY IN FARMING 


Secretary Meredith rectntly was asked to ex- 


plain some specific instances of the benefits farm- 
rs are receiving from the department of agricul- 
ture. Among the many he mentioned of outstand- 
ng interest is the remunerative utilization of 
corn cobs which for years were considereoXworth- 
ess except for use in kindling 
fires. 
\ 


Chemists have discovered that at least half a 


dozen products may be derived from the cobs 
and plans are being developed by the department 
to turn this by-product of the farms into a valua- 
ble commodity. The United States produces near- 
ly 20,000,000 tons of corn cobs a year. Out of 
each ton, according to Mr. Meredith, 30 pounds 
of furfural can be manufactured at a cost of only 
20 cents a pound. Furfural is a basic interme- 
diary in dyes and has been so rare that it has 
sold for as* much as $20 a pound.

In spite of desperate protestations and 
citations of diplomatic privilege, were 
forcibly detained for thorough disin- 
fection before being permitted to pro 
ceed. 


The Red Cross quarantine regula 


tlons at Narva prescribed that no per 
son could leave the town wltbuut dis- 
infection and a clean bill of health 
No exceptions have been allowed to 
this rule since the Red Cross under- 
took; the typhus fight 
here. 
The 


soviet emissaries were stopped at tha 
railway station and asked for their 
Red Cross permits to travel. 
In an 


svver they showed Esthonlan diplo- 
matic safe-conducts 
and 
demanded 


that the; be passed Immediately. A 
Red Cross officer 
was called. 
He 


waved away the safe-conducts without 
ceremony and ordered the diplomats 
to report at once for disinfection or 
prepare to remain In Naxva until the 
lifting of the quarantine. Hot words 
on the part of the Russians followed,

adamant. 


Finally, breathing threats and pro- 


tests, the emissaries marched with 
their luggage from the station to the 
disinfecting post. Lusty hands, little 
Heedful of the diplomatic sacredness 
of their persons, stripped rhem of their 
clothes, scrubbed them ruthlessly, and 
rolled them in blankets to await the 
disinfection of their garments and 
luggage.
